- | five half holidays per week plus extras. We can, 


however, offer them consolation even though 
it be of a passing nature. It appears that a 
certain branch of a certain department of the 
State at Cairo is threatened with afternoon 
office hours, The consolation we can offer is 
that it-is, so far, only a threat and limited in 
extent ; the danger which is foreseen is that it 
will become a reality and of general effect. The 
fact, which seems to have escaped recognition, 
is that the principle already exists and it 
is its extended application that is resented. 
Only a few whose ease it suited would be 
found ready to argue that the Posts and 
Telegraphs, Railways,Trams, Banks, and offices 
should not work sufficiently long and conye- 
nient hours ; it has proved to ‘be possible to 
make it compulsory and to be easy to a degree 
to effect the same object by voluntary attend- 
ance during the afternoons in consideratiun of 
small extra allowances. It is thus placed beyond 
doubt that no customs or habits peculiar to 
Egypt stand in the way. 

A fact that may require recognition is 
that salaries are—or are supposed to be—based 
upon the existing short hours in most Govyern- 
ment departments, but we are not prepared 
to take for granted that this is to be ignored. 
From what we have learnt by such enqui- 
ries as we could make we are, on the 
contrary, inclined to believe that the better 
quality as well as the larger quantity of work 
from the individual is aimed at’.by the 
gentleman who is making these disturbing 
proposals to Government, and if the present: 
increased cost of living can be met by a cor- 
responding increase of work, responsibility, and 
pay it seems to us the basis of a fair bargain, 
In definitely concluding it we can well under- 
stand there is some difficulty : there is sufticient 
ground for believing that some who can fall 
back on pensions would not sacrifice their 
afternoon ease or engagements, and in theif 
case it may be sufficient ground for doubting 
whether an increased quantity of work is of . 
any increased value. On the whole, however, 
we commend the idea, not only to the author- 
ities, but to all concerned who mean business, 
and. we regard the present time as highly 
opportune, for the enhanced cost of the ne- 
oessari ies of life compels a consideration of 
G5, .

CAIRO COMPLAINTS. 

‘To THE Eprror oF THE EcypTiaN GAZETTE. 

Sir,—In a notice of a work on hydrophobia 
in Egypt in the issue of your estimable journal 
of yesterday’s date, you drew attention to the 
curivus state of affairs in this country, “where 
rules aud regulations are so seldum intelligent- 
ly or cousistently evforced.” ‘This remark wa, 
inspired by the ease. with which hydropbobia 
has been stamped out in London by the strict 
enfurcement of the muzzling order and the 
impossibisity of ever obtaining such a result 
in Keypt owing to the prevatling slackuess. 
‘'he measure tur the registration of dogs is 
being “boomed” like so many others which 
were introduced in respouse to an ephemeral 
panic or demand, but, like them, is destined 
to tall into desuetude almost as soon as it Is 
promulgated, or rather, I should say, printed 
in the “Journal Ufticiel.” ‘There was a law 
made not long ayo that birds should not be 
shot at near the public thoroughfares. I saw 
men shooting ‘into the trees at birds on“the 
Pyramids road only yesterday. Another law 
prvhibited the letung off of crackers in the 
streets of Cairo, and perhaps elsewhere. Crac- 
kers were exploded by the thousand a week or 
so ago on the occasion of Beyram, under the 
very noses of the horses, donkeys, and camels 
passing through the streets. Auother regula- 
tion prohibits the beating of carpets after 
6 am. ‘l'o-day | saw carpets beaten in the 
street at 1 p.m. Another regulation prohibits 
animals from being fed by the hand with tabu 
whilst passing along the streets. Nobody con- 
cerned seems to be aware of the existence ot 
such a regulation, or if they are, no attentiun 
is paid tu it either by drivers of carts or the 
police. It.is a “cuntravention” to put obstacles 
in the public thoroughfare. Let anyone walk 
down the Mousky, for instance, aud see for 
himself the packing cases that eucumber the 
footway. ‘I'he same prohibition applies to 
animals, but they are constantly tied - to walls 
or trees and left unattended. So, too, as to 
building materials. ‘I'here is hardly a day but 
what 1 see them lying almost if not quite up 
to the middle of the road. Whatis wauted is 
not the reyistratioh but the destruction ot 
dogs. I daily see ownerless dogs at the last 
stage of starvation and disease. Why are they 
not painlessly put out of their misery? As to 
catching them, there is not the slightest diffi- 

ulty. ‘They can scarcely crawl, having gene- 
rally aleg broken or maimed. Why have we 
not a home for lost and starving dugs ? But 
perhaps 1 am asking too much since we have 
not a bome tor starving children, at least not a 
State or rate-supported institution of the kind 
that is to be fuund in other countries. A week 
ago | saw two littie giris raking over # heap ot 
refuse deposited in the street froma ueighbour- 
ing kitchen, and eating therefrom with evident 
appetite, whilst a few days ago a piece of 
mouldy bread that I had thrown out of the 
window was picked up and devoured by another 
small child. On, pointing out this painful sight 
to a friend of mine, who lives in the flat above 
mine, he,informed me that he had seen these 
two little girls for months past every day 
carrying away street refuse. ‘They are serious 
rivals to the pariah dogs. And this is our 
boasted civilisation and the result of teaching 
the Egyptialt after European models! I have 
only lived in€airo for two years, but even 
during that. briet period 1 have seen enough to 
convince me that the English philanthropist 
who described the capital of Egypt as ‘“‘the 
grave of the soul’ was not far wrong. The 
absence of moral earnestnéss is appalling, and, 
without that most essential of all qualifica- 
tions, how can the authorities here be expected 
to take the trouble to see that rules and regu- 
lations are properly carried out and enforced?

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. - 


The Committee have carefully considered 
the proposal. made by Dr. Keatinge ‘and 
Major Garner to reduce the subscriptions of 
the resident members of the club and regret 
that they are unable to support the same 
for the following reasons :— 

i—In the near future it will be necessary 
to considerably enlarge if not to entirely 
rebuild the present Clubhouse. 

2—A scheme for laying down pipes through- 
out the grounds in order to facilitate the 
irrigation of the Golf-greens, race course and 
Polo grounds has_ been suggested. 

3—There is also a proposal to establish 
on the Nile a sailing and rowing branch of 
the Club. 

The Committee have postponed the consi- 
deration of these and similar proposals involv- 
ing capital expenditare till funds are available 
from surplus revenue. This has been the sys- 
tem adopted in the past, and the Committee 
consider it a sounder policy than raising 
money by debentures. 

They consider therefore that any proposal 
tending to largely reduce the revenue of the 
Club should not be entertained, the more espe- 
cially at the present time, when the reduction 
of the Army of Occupation has considerably 
diminished the Military subscriptions.
